The valley homesteaders had 
set Sunday as the deadline for 
the government to put a stép to 
Doukhobor arson raids and dy 
namitings but approved a seven- 
day “truce” after a mass meet- 
ing by 100 irate citizens. 

A resolution drawn up at Sun 
day's meeting was forwarded to 
provincial Attorney - General 
Robert Bonner and Federal Jus 
|tice Minister Stuart Garson, It 
| read: 

“We, the non-Doukhobor resi 
dents of the Slocan Valley, de- 
mand the provincial government 
to provide us immediately with 
adequate protection and 
strongly urge that a special de- 
}tachment of police be stationed 
in the Slocan Valley.” 

One resident said, “A shoot 
ing war may break out” if the

CALGARY (CP)—A Cal- 
gary woman was killed and 
five other persons, one of 
them her husband, seriously 
injured Sunday night in an 
explosion which blew up a 
CPR express car on the No. 
1 track about 20 feet north 
of the CPR station’s main 
gate. 

Mrs. Julia Blake, 62, was 
killed by concussion as the blast 
hurled her 15 feet through the 
air to land beneath an ice car 
located near the station. - Her 
husband, Charles J. Blake, 54, 
also thrown by the biast, is in 
critical condition -in hospital 
with head injuries. 

Three railway express men 
Stanley Eby, 20, Calgary; Ern 
est Edwards, Calgary, and 
James McKenna, Montgomery, 
suffered severe burng but are 
reported recovering satisfac 
torily. Dorothea Corbett, 19, of 
Calgary, was cut by flying glass 
but was not detained in hos- 
pital 
TOUCHED OFF 

Although the cause of the 
blast is not definitely known 
it is believed a propane gas 
tank being carried in the car 
leaked and was touched off by 
a kerosene lamp being used by 
the three express men to light 
their way into the car. 

The explosion, which sounded 
just like a bomb going off, shat- 
tered windows in the station 
and spewed debris over a large 
area of the platform 


Six Children Die 


When Volcano Erupts 


TOKYO (AP)—Aso volcano 
erupted thunderously today, 
killing at least six of 400 school 
children peering into its depths. 

Some unofficial death esti- 
mates ran as high as 10. 

One hundred children were re- 
ported injured in Aso’s first 


eruption in 20 years. 


The youngsters were on an 
excursion inside the ' 15-mile- 
wide great crater of 5,267-foot 
Mt. Aso on Kyushu, Japan's 
southernmost island. 

They were looking into one 
of five volcanic peaks inside the 
gaping crater when it awak- 
ened with a smoking roar, blast- 
ing rocks into the air. Some

“I'm my own boss, no one tells 
me what to do, my overhead is 
low, and I'm contemplating no 
raise in price,” he said. 

“There is no need for it,” he 
said. “The price of flour is lower 
than it was a year ago.”

After that, the status of those 
who still refused to go home 
would be settled ‘at a political 
conference. 


Would Face ‘Endless Captivity’ 


Harrison ‘said this -plan was 
|designed merely to keep anti- 
repatriate prisoners in a foreign 
country until, “exhausted and 
discouraged,” they realized they 


must either give themselves up) 


or face “endless captivity.” 
But after the meeting, Harri- 
son emphasized that the truce 
negotiations are just getting 
under way again and there is 
“no real basis for assuming the 
Communists will. not negotiate 
in good faith.” 

The next session will be held 
at 11 a.m. Tuesday, 

“Operation Little Switch,” the 
exchange of sick and wounded 
prisoners, continued on a_one- 
way basis today along with the 
truce talks. 

The UN handed over 499 more 
Communist prisoners at the ex 
change centre here, including 
50 mental cases. It will take 
until Friday for the delivery of 
the last 6,033_Communist_pris- 
joners the UN promised to free. 

The Communists announced 


Sunday that their part of the ex 
change has been completed with 
the handing over of 684 UN 
prisoners as against 605 they 
promised originally to free. 

The Communists have not yet 
replied to a UN proposal for a 
continuing exchange of ailing 
prisoners until the war ends. 

In Tokyo, an army official 
said the first plane load of freed 
American prisoners will be at 
home in the United States by 
the end of this week. 

The freed GI's are being 
flown to Tokyo as fast as pos- 
sible after preliminary examina- 
tions in Freedom Village and 
in Seoul. In Tokyo, they are 
being prepared for the long 
flight home. It was expected 
the freed men will be flown 
first to Honolulu and then to 
San Francisco. 

The truce negotiations got 
underway again Sunday for the 
first time since Oct. 8, when 
jthe UN forced a recess because 
of the Communist insistence on 
forced repatriation. 


Communist Plan in Detail 


At the first resumed session, 
the Communists submitted their 
“compromise” plan. It provided: 

1—Prisoners who accept re- 
patriation shall be exchanged 
within two months after the 
conclusion of an armistice 
Within the next month, 
prisoners who refused repatria 
tion. shall .be. sent..to.a.neutral 
country 

3. Within the following six 
months, the Communists shall 
be given the opportunity to try 
to induce the prisoners to go 
home. 

4. Those who agree to go 
home shall be repatriated speed- 
ily and without obstruction.

5. The disposition of prisoners 
who still refuse to go home 
after the six-month period shall 
be decided at the political con- 
ference which is to beheld, 
under the armistice, to séttle 
the overall issues resulting from 
the Korean War. 

6. Each side shall pay the 
costs of sending its prisoners to 
a neutral country, keeping them 
there, and repatriating them. 

In offering this plan, the Com- 
munists rejected the UN plan 
which. is to make Switzerland 
the neutral custodian, keep the 


prisoners in Korea and decide 
their final status within 60 days. 
There would be no forced re- 
patriation, 

The UN delegation rejected 
the Communist plan informally 
as soon as it was submitted, and 
rejected it formally today. 

“Your proposal appears to be 
merely an indirect way of co- 
ercing the prisoners to return to 
your control,” Harrison told 
Communist senior delegate Gen. 
Nam Il. 

“Your proposal .. . is neither 
reasonable nor constructive. It / 
is unreasonable and obstructive. 

“Your proposal is therefore 
unacceptable.” 

The Reds, Harrison said, are 
trying merely to keep up the 
detention of anti-repatriate 
prisoners “endlessly or until the 
day when, exhausted and dis- 
couraged, they are forced to ac- 
cept the fact there is no al- 
ternative to endless captivity.” 

The “inevitable end,” he said, 
would be the return of the pris- 
oners “to a homeland to which 
they do not desire to return.” 

The day's session left the 
situation about as it had been 
last fall, on the surface, with 
the two truce teams sharply di- 
vided.

In clear weather the lights of Port Angeles sparkle like jewels 
on the black velvet of night across the Strait. At this season 
watchers on this side pick out a cluster that shines’ with excep 
tional strength above the ordinary illumination of the town. The 
people on the waterfront here nod sagely and remark: “Ball game 
on over there tonight.” es 

That isn't the closest we Victorians come to our nearest neigh- 
bors. The ferry keeps bringing folk from Port Angeles to this 
“ city and taking crowds from Victoria to the 

Port. But we seem surprisingly disinterested in 
affairs acfoss-ther18 miles of water between us. 

We have our casual contacts. Years ago 
a Port Angeles firm of car dealers used to in 
vite a swimming team from Victoria to pre- 
sent a water show at Lake Sutherland, which 
is beautiful and icy. The team members were 
dined and eritertained at Lake Crescent and 
the hospitality was superlative. Those of us 
who went on those trips always said we ought 
to reciprocate and ought to know our hosts 
better. We're still saying it. 

Occasionally, too, a ball club comes acroés for an exhibition 
game. There's some interchange between sports fishermen of 
the two centres. International service clubs have held joint meet 
ings with Olympic Peninsula groups here and in Washington 
And Port Angeles has put entries into our May 24 parades. 

Generally, though, we leave each other alone- which may be 
one way of keeping good neighbors good. - We don't get in each 
other’s hair. z 


Worth Looking At 


But there are a lot of interesting developments in Port Ange- 
les of which we remain ignorant because we, preserve this re- 
strained attitude. 

One of those developments is the “Democracy Is You” move 
ment now in progress there. A brief story on it comes to me 
through an unidentified newspaper clipping without any covering 
letter. 

According to that, clipping, “Democracy Is You” is the title 
of a detailed guide to citizen action aided by the University of 
Washington's Bureau of Community Development and headed by 
Richard W. Poston. Recently published by Harper, the textbook 
describes how citizens can make an intensive and systematic 
study of life in their own community to learn how thev may im 
Prove it culturally, economically, socially and spiritually. 

In PorteAngeles more than 600 citizéhs, reportedly a genuine 
cross section, are taking an enthusiastic part in the study of their 
community 

At weekly mass-meetings of 400 to 500 they hear fact-finding 
fommittees-report, ‘break up into buzz-sessions and then recom 
mend action.

You-contrast such group activity with the way special inter- 
est organizations function here. In Victoria, home of a thousand 
organizations, each club seems to be isolated. It make¥ its appea 
to particular individuals. They take an intensive interest in its 
activities—often distorting them out of all proportion to their 
importance 

But on straight community activity, how whole-hearted is 
Greater Victoria? Maybe we could learn something from Port 
Angeles and its application of “Democracy Is You.”

Maybe we're due for a little injection of “Democracy Is You,” 
but most likely it wouldn't take. Movements like that have a 
better chance in places of Port Angeles’ size—something under 
20,000. We're too sophisticated. And anyhow, we're too bus 
with meetings of our own little groups. Why bother with democ- 
racy being us. We've got it, haven't we? What's the use of find 
ing how it works and how it might work better?

Mexican Mine 
Blast Toll 
May Hit 31 


Rescuers :Dig for 14 
Bodies; 11 Recovered 


AGANGUEO, Mexico 
(AP)—Rescue teams recov- 
ered 11 bodies from the 
smoking mouth of the 
burned-out American Smelt- 
ing Company silver mine 
near here early today. They 
dug for 14 others listed as 
dead in a fierce fire and ex- 
plosion Saturday. 

Six other miners were unac- 
counted for 

Company officials estimated 
it would take several days to 
dig out all the victims of the 
disaster, the worst in any Mexi- 
can mine in recent years. There 
was no possibility that any of 
‘the 14 known to be below 
ground could be alive, rescue 
chief Antonio Madrazo said. 

The 68-year-old mine, in 
mountains near this tiny vil- 
lage 80 miles west of Mexico 
City, was turned into a blazing 
furnace 500 feet below the sur- 
face when a series of electrical 
shorts set fire to electric cables 
and ¢hafts and then touched off 
dust and gas explosions. 

About 300 men were in 
mine at the time. Some 
in the uper levels escaped. An- 
other 70, choking with smoke 
were led to safety during res- 
cue operations in the darkness 
Saturday night Those who 
died were smothered by smoke, 
not burned, officials said. 

Four Mexican government 
mine officials started an in 
vestigation of the disaster.

But after the meeting, Harri 
son emphasized that the truce 
negotiations are just getting 
under way again and there is 
“no real basis for assuming the 
Communists will not negotiate 
in good faith.”

“Operation Little Switch,” the 
exchange of sick and wounded 
prisoners, continued on a one- 
way basis today along with the 
truce talks. 

The UN handed over 499 more 
Communist prisoners at the ex- 
change centre here, including 
50 mental eases. It will take 
until Friday for the delivery of 
the last 6,033 Communist pris- 
oners the UN. promised to free. 

The Communists announced 


Sunday that their part of the ex 
change has been completed with 
the handing of 684 UN 
prisoners against 605 they 
promised originally to free 

The Communists have not yet 
replied to a UN proposal for a 
continuing exchange of ailing 
prisoners until the war ends. 

In Tokyo,’ an army official 
said the first plane load of freed 
American prisoners will be at 
home in the United States by 
the end of this week. 

Theo freed GI's are being 
flown to Tokyo as fast as pos- 
sible after preliminary examina- 
tions in Freedom Village and 
in Seoul. In Tokyo, they are 
being prepared for the long 
flight home. It was expected 
the freed men will be flown 
first to Honolulu and then to 
San Francisco. 

The truce negotiations got 
underway again Sunday for the 
first time since Oct. 8 when 
the UN: forced a recess because 
of the Communist insistence on 
forced repatriation.

Communist Plan in Detail 


At the first resumed session, 
the Communists submitted their 
“compromise” plan, It provided: 

1—Prisoners who accept re 
patriation shall be exchanged 
within. two months after the 
conclusion of an armistice 

2—Within the next month 
prisoners who refused repatria 
tion shall be sent to a neutral 
country 

3. Within the following six 
months, the Communists shall 
be given the opportunity to try 
to induce the prisoners to go

i. ‘Those who agree to go 
home shall be repatriated speed 
ily and without obstruction. 

5. The disposition of prisoners 
who still refuse home 
after the six-month period shall 
be decided at the political con 
ference which be held 
under the armistice, to settle 
the overall issues resulting from 
the Korean War. 

6. Each side shall pay the 
costs of sending its prisoners to 
a neutral country, keeping them 
there, and repatriating them.

“Your proposal ...is neither 
reasonable nor constructive. It 
is unreasonable and obstructive.

The Reds, Harrison said, are 
trying merely to keep up the 
detention of anti-repatriate 
prisoners “endlessly or until the 
day when, exhausted and dis- 
couraged, they are forced to ac- 
cept the fact there is no al- 
ternative to endless captivity.” 

The “inevitable end,” he said, 
would be the return of the pris- 
oners “to a homeland to which 
they do not desire to return.” 

The day's session left the 
situation about as it had been 
last fall, the surface, with 
the two truce teams sharply di 
vided.
